In the courHR of the preparation of 


this paper, It occurred to me that It 
might be'. Interesting to know how the 
revenue which we have obtained In 
New Hampshire compares with 
the 


revenue which has been received in 
other states under similar laws. 
To 


set at this 1 first ascertained what 
percentage of the population of each 
of the .thirteen 'States, which have the 
collateral tax only, IH represented by 
the population of New Hampshire ana 
then found the same percentage of 
the revenue received In each of thest* 
states.

In 
making this computation, I tooK Hie 
revenue receipts for 191-2 in all cases 
except the state of Maryland where 
the 1911 figures were the latest which

stitution, as I understand the ruling 
of the courts, an exemption of a stat- 
ed sum would have to be nuplled to 
all legacies, however large.

stance, If the exemption were $100, we 
should not only be obliged to exempt 
legacies of flOO and less, but would 
tio obliged to deduct $100 from 
the 


-imount of every other legacy however 
large. 
Wills containing 25 or 50 taxa- 


ble legacies are not infrequent, nnd 
and the task of deducting an exemp- j 
lion from each, ono of these, In mak- 
ing the computation, would fai» ex- 
ceed tire laibor that would toe saved Iby 
dropping off the small legacies.
